HIGHWAY ROBBERY 

Tfajy carried the fiery crass all up 
and down fcij.1* vaMey last week and 
the storm center of the war ds around 
Kenlek, Hillsboro, and other town* 
on the pike. Word had come . that 
after the establishment of the State 
road on the west side of the river 
through the Greenbrier Valley, that 
there was a movement on foot to 
change the location to the Anthony* 
•Creek route and skirt the Virginia 
line. 

- If they made this change it would 
be a horrible miscarriage, for the 
State would simply lie building more 
miles of road for the purpose of ln- 
•oonvenlenelng the general public. 

TIiIh road business Is the producer 
of all sorts of abortions. Men for 
selfish purposes will propose that 
roads lie taken from their natural 
courses and l>e built over high moun 
tains and through trackless forests 
and they present their cases with 
plausibility ami foc»*e before govern 
log 1 jodles In distant cities. 

in criticising the IIfey million 
bond issue last year we spoke of this 
feature of every man wanting the 
road by Ids house and going great 
lengths to secure It. 

It was the scandal and disgrace of 
the Virginia road schemes In the 
days before the Civil War. The C. 
& (>. railroad was forced over the top 
of a high mountain so that It might 
go by the White Sulphur Springs, 
and millions have been expended 
since then hauling the trains over 
the heavy grades when there was a 
natural gap to the north and to the 
south of that place. 

And they say that the southerners 
afterwards gathered at the same 
place and planned secession. 

Now they say the State road has to 
go that way. We would not be much 
^surprised. AH over the State things 
like this have sprung up. The pa¬ 
pers are Into it hot and heavy, and 
there are heart burnings and division 
among the people. Is this what we 
sold ourselves Into the slavery of 
tdebt forY 

Long before Mark Twain wrote the 
•story of Hell and lladleysburg, we 
had the same story here. It was said 
iif a Pocahontas man who was to he 
provided with a home that It was 
proposed to him that he settle on~An- 
thony’s Creek. It is reported that 
rejected the proposition in words to 
tldseirjjot: “Send me anywhereelse, 
send me to hell, hut do not send me 
to Anthony's Creek. 11 , 


At the meeting of the County 
Court on Tuesday, the Court took 
notice of the unconfirmed rumors 
that the Slate Hoad Commission was 
considering the matter of putting the 
State Road from Lewlshurg to Elkins 
up Anthony's Creek and then by the 
way of the Staunton and Parkersburg 
Turnpike. The route lirst proposed 
and, as the Court thought, decided 
upon was through the Big and the 
Little Levels, and by the way of Mar¬ 
iinton. This highway would go 
through the richest and most popu¬ 
lous sections of the counties of Green¬ 
brier, Pocahontas and Randolph 
counties, and connect the county 
seats of the three counties. 

At least one member of the County 
•Court, Commissioner K. II. Williams, 
will wait upon the State Road Com¬ 
mission at Its meeting In Charleston 
•on Friday of this week. He will be 
accompanied by a delegation of citi¬ 
zens. and be backed by petitions 
*Uued by many tax payers of the 
ounty protesting against the wilder¬ 
ness route. 

It is becoming more and more ap 
parent that the Slate Road Commis' 
slon Is favoring the route from White 
Sulphur Springs up Anthonys creek 
to Minnehaha Springs, up Knapps 
creek and through the Greenbank 
district and across Cheat Mountain to 
Randolph. 'If this mute Is eventual¬ 
ly chosen, It will leave Pocahontas 
county In its most productive parts 
unimproved by the state highway, 
and Mariinton the county seat ten 
miles off the tourists highway, con¬ 
nected only by the Knapps creek 
branch. It would seem that more 
consideration should be given to 
make the state highways serve a use¬ 
ful local purpose as well, and less at¬ 
tention paid interstate highways and 
ecetito and resort routes. To follow 
the old Lewlshurg and Marlins Bo$- 
t m Turnpike and thence down the 
Elk and Tygarts Valley Rivers to 
Klklns would benefit the richest, 
most productive and most populous 


parts of the three counties, and 
shorten the route by twenty miles 
and more. The latter route would 
also lead through a region rich In 
limestone and other road building, 
materials. If the eastern route.Is 
chosen.* skirting the eastern and 
northern borders of the county, It | 
will certainly be dlsasterous to I'oca 
hontas and the adjoining counties of 
Greenbrier and Randolph.

HILLSBORO, W VA. The people 
of the Levels and Ed ray districts are 
more or less Interested In a report 
that an efTort Is being made to 
change the route of the Glass A road 
which has been established by the 
State Road Commission from Lewis- 
burg to Mariinton over the old turn 
pike and thence to Minnehaha 
Springs and have It to go from White 
Sulphur Springs and up Anthony’s 
creek to Minnehaha Springs The 
injustice and foolishness of such a 
change is apparent to any one who is 
familiar with the two routes and are 
acquainted with the character of the 
country along the two roads. The 
entire distance along the old turnpike 
from Lewlshurg to Mariinton through 
the two counties of Greenbrier and 
Pocahontas Is limestone land with 
the finest farms and grazing lands in 
the state, thickly populated with 
thrifty and Industrious farmers and 
stock raisers, and a good road would 
threhle the business-done, while the 
road proposed to be established up 
Anthony's creek runs along a narrow 
•valley bounded on both sides by steep 
mountain ridges from which most of 
the timber has been cut and removed, 
thinly populated and which an Im¬ 
proved road would enhance the value 
of the lands very little. Roads should 
be built and established so that the 
greatest number of people Would re¬ 
ceive the greatest benefit We In¬ 
vite the Road Commission to come 
and go over the two routes before 
making such a change. M.
